TO LEAVE ON TRIP 

AT CLOSE OF WEEK 

Prof. W. S. Webb to Join Dr. 
Funkhouser at End of 
Second Term 

Dr W D Funkhouser. dean of 
the gradiiHle school, will leave at 
the close of this week to rxpore 
prehistoric sites in western Ken- 
tucky for the department of an- 
thropology and archaeology of the 
University Dr Funkhouser will be , 
in the Meld until the opening of the 
University in September 

The work will be done largely in 
Henderson. Crittenden and Trigg 
counties where various types of pre- 
historic mounds and ancient village 
sites have been reported. It is hop- 
ed that further evidence may be ob- 
tained regarding the famous pre- 
Siouan culture which was discover- 
ed in Logan county last summer 
and which has attracted nation- 
wide attention. The Logan county 
site yielded the first cremations ever 
found in Kentucky and the discov- 
ery there of enormous community 
crematory pits and charnel houses 
filled with burned human bones has 
furnished the basis for a recent 
monograph on the subject. 

The state of Kentucky is rapidly 
becoming famous as a repository of 
evidence of pre-Columbian civiliza- 
tions and the University archaeolo- 
gists believe that this state is richer 
in such material than any other 
state in the Mississippi Valley. 

At the close of the second term of 
the Summer Session Dr. Funkhouser 
will be joined in the field by Prof. 
W. S. Webb and the two professors 
will work together for the rest of 
the summer. Professor Webb has 
\ just returned from a six weeks ex- 
ploring trip in Wolfe county where 
\ he excavated a large number of 
' rock-shelters and discovered many 
valuable facts regarding the lives 
of the ancient peoples who once 
i inhabited these shelters. Among 
other interesting finds were skele- 
tons many hundreds of years old 
and the remains of deer-skin moc- 
casins and types of

Dr. Frasier Says Education Methods 
Today Confuse Instead of Teach 



GREELEY. Colo — The school, the 
church, the home, the radio, the 
theater, the press, were the objects 
of a verbal shellacking by Dr. Geo. 
W. Frasier, president of Colorado 
Teachers College, in a baccalaureate 
address here. 

In his condemnation of those 
most important institutions, Dr. 
Frasier declared they not only were 
making a miserable failure in their 
attempts to mould youth and prop- 
erly equip them for life's struggle, 
but were pulling against progress 
with all their strength. 

Flaying the educational institu- 
tion. Dr Frasier declared that edu- 
cators find cooperation neither from 
their own nor other institutions and 
that most of them are pulling in 
the wrong direction, if pulling at all. 

• The home," Dr. Fraser charged,

year. 

"Thousands of our churches are 
pulling back with all their strength 
They damn everything that is mod- 
ern and scientific, and cannot see 
Ufa as a whole.
